He powerful south China 
chieftain la said to have a 
standln* army of 200,000 
crack troop* and a reserve of 
nearly 3,000,000 men. all 
nnder*oln* military training. 
Gen. LI and Chen Chi-tang, 
Kwangtung war-lord, split with 
Chlang Kai-shek several years 
ago, and in June, 1936, brought 
China to the brink of civil war 
when they mobilized a huge “na¬ 
tional anti-Japanese army" and 
started a northern march to force 
the Nanking government to adopt 
a stronger stand against Tokio. 
' The threatened civil strike was 
’ averted when Chiang agreed to 
take military action against any 
Japanese attempt to seize Chi¬ 
nese territory. 

MANY JAPANESE KILLED- 

SHANGHAI lAPI—A Chinese 
spokesman declared Wednesday 
Japanese forces had lost more 
than 3,000 dead and wounded in 
an attempt to crash Chinese lines 
across Wentsaopang Creek into 
Tazang, four miles northwest ol 
the International Settlement. 

The Japanese army used 15,000 
men in its thrust. One Japanese 
flying column pushed ahead ol 
the main body three miles to the 
outskirts pf Tazang, where ma¬ 
chine gun and hand grenade firs 
forced It to retire to the original 
position. 

Tazang Is the most strongly- 
defended town on the Chinese 
line. Its capture by the Japanese 
might force the Chinese troops to

TOKIO (CP Havas) — The 
Japanese Foreign Office 
Wednesday expressed regret 
at the “misfortune" which 
befell British embassy auto¬ 
mobiles In China Tuesday 
when they were machine- 
gunned by Japanese planes 
between Shanghai and Nan¬ 
kin*. 

A spokesman Insisted, how¬ 
ever, the cars had violated the 
regulations agreed on by British 
and Japanese officials after the 
attack on British ambassador Sir 
Hughe Knatchbull-Hugessen in 
August. 

In defence of the Japanese at¬ 
tack, the Foreign Office spokes¬ 
man advanced three alleged vio¬ 
lations committed by the 
British automobiles: 

1. They took a route near the 
fighting zone different from that 
previously submitted to Japan¬ 
ese authorities_

OTTAWA (CP)—A Dominion 
provincial conference on old age 
pensions will be held in Ottawa 
November 2, It was announced 
here today by Finance Mlnlater 
Dunning. It will discuss amend¬ 
ments to the present act and 
general administrative problems 
with a view to securing uni¬ 
formity and efficiency. 

The Finance Minister promised 
at the last session of Parliament 
to call the conference before the 
end of the present year. 

The Old Age Pension Act is 
administered by the provinces 
under agreement* with the Do¬ 
minion. The Dominion pays 75 
per cent of the cost of pensions 
and the provinces the remainder, 
plus administrative charges.

Governor • General, Premier 
King Speak at Montreal 
Assembly 

MONTREAL (CP)-A sympa¬ 
thetic and open-minded study of 
world problems was urged here 
Tuesday night by Lord Tweeda- 
muir. Governor-General of Can¬ 
ada, and welcomed by Prime Min¬ 
ister King, who declared “a little 
Inquiry before reaching conclu¬ 
sions that might be lalae," would 
have a beneficial effect on the 
molding of public opinion. 

The Governor-General and the 
Prime Minister spoke at the din¬ 
ner commemorating the 10th an¬ 
niversary of the founding of the 
Canadian Institute ol Interna¬ 
tional Relations.

Lord Tweedamuir declared

body else.” Because of that It was 
necessary that Canadians obtain 


Its sovereign duty, take up its own 
attitude to world problems." 

Mr. King expressed gratitude 
to the Inatltute for the assistance 
It had rendered the government 
In administering foreign affairs. 
It had provided, he said, “that 
kind of support we In a position 
of responsibility greatly need In 
these times." 

There was more power in col¬ 
lective wisdom than In the wis¬ 
dom of the Individual, the Prime 
Minister said, and the addresses 
and papers delivered before the 
Institute had been of great assist¬ 
ance to the Department of Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs, of which he is 
minister. 

“No man In Canada knows 
better than myself the value of 
truthful presentation of facta," 
the Prime Minister said, "or the 
harm that can come from the 
wrong interpretation of Interna¬ 
tional Incidents.”

Thera was no outward demon¬ 
stration. whatever. The Liberals 
had expected the result, and they 
were quietly satisfied.

His youthful and boy¬ 
hood days were spent In Ger¬ 
many, whose school* and univer¬ 
sities of that time freely gave 
him many honors. Dr. Euwe is 
the present world champion. The 
game referred to was not lor 
honors or title*. In fact, as It 
turned out It meant much more 
to a reporter who covered the 
game, than It did to any other 
individual, even the participants. 

This possibility, however, 
seemed to hinge on an announce¬ 
ment made by Dr. Goebbels, Min¬ 
ister of National Enlightenment 
and Propaganda, some time ago, 
that criticism of works of art 
was forbidden, at which time he 
stated that It was Intolerable that 
writers should be allowed to 
pass judgment on plays, sculp¬ 
ture, poems or musical composi¬ 
tions of a higher grade than they 
themselves could producew "Go," 
said Dr. Goebbels to the critics, 
“and produce better—or forever 
hold your peace!" 

The word "luckless’ Is used to 
describe the young journalist, 
Hans Schmidt, who transgressed 
against this decree, and whose 
unexpiable sin was to pass the 
following subjective judgment on 
the play of Dr. Euwe, the world 
champion, in connection with his 
play against Dr. Lasker: “At this 
point Dr. Euwe was guilty of a 
gross oversight. After playing 
remarkably well during the first 
part of the game, he carelessly 
moved his bishop Into a loose 
and undefended position. His 
opponent. Dr. Lasker, taking 
prompt advantage of the error, 
was able, by moving up a pawn, 
to gain a piece q'Olckly. Continu¬ 
ing to play with great skill, he 
compelled Dr. Euwe to resign in 
half a dozen more moves."

MONCTON, N.B. (CP>—Trans 
port Minister C. D. Howe ex¬ 
pressed belief last night the fed¬ 
eral government's present policy 
would be effective in solving the 
Dominion's railway problem, 
"given reasonable time."

Baffin Island 
(CP)—All skippers who ply Into 
1 Hudson Strait know Navolia, the 
i Eskimo pilot who guides ships 
through the winding and 1m- 
presalvq entrance Into Lake Har¬ 
bor, the port often referred to as 
the capital of Baffin Island. Ns-

I mos do not bother with sur- 
i names. 

For 20 years this sturdily-built 
native has been an outstanding 
] pilot In these parts, and is fa¬ 
mous from one end of Hudson 
Strait to the other among the 
Oquimuits, the natives who live 
along these shores. Oquimuits 
means "people who live In s 
warm country'.” for the Ice-In- 
fested Hudson Strait In the sub-1 
Arctic Is considered a warm 
country to those who live within I 
the Arctic circle. 

Even after he took up the Job 
of pilot, Navolia. who is now j 
about 45, was the champion 
wrestler among the Oquimuits, 
and repeatedly proved It In con¬ 
tests si Lake Harbor, which port j 
the natives call Klngmaroo. 

When Navolia meets a ship to 
take her Into port, he comes In I 
state, accompanied by hit three] 
sons, their two wives and their j 
children. The third son isn't yet 
married. As Is customary with 
Eskimos the entire family travel i 
as a unit. 

The pilot meets the ship; 
either at Big Island, which Is out I 
in the strait or, tf he is too late to I 
get out that far, stays on Beacon 1

He also carried a small 
Image ol the Buddha In a metal 
case. 

A native of Tibert served as a 
bulde, and a Russian Cossack also 
went along. AU three were 
mounted, and they rode toward 
Lhasa. 

Before long, the three men 
were halted by Tibetan soldiers. 
Questions were asked, and it waa 
learned that they were Strang, 
ers. 

"We want to go to Lhasa," said 
Hedin. 

“You cannot visit our holy 
city," replied the leader of the 
soldiers. "We shall escort you 
out of the country." 

After being taken to the bor¬ 
der, Hedin made hia way back to
